The post-Stalin era has brought 


the Soviet Communist party face 
to face with a bloodless revolution 
It would like to ignore. 


Neon signs in Moscow and other 


Soviet capitals are more than mere 
advertisements. They are portents 
of the future: 


"insure your personal belong- 


ings." 


"Invest In bonds for your fu- 


ture." 
"Save your money In a savings 


bank." 


Travel Impretwtlon* 


I traveled more than «,000 miles 


inside the-Soviet Union and saw 
a l»rg» slico of the vnsl, powerful, 
jpuuling country, a shuffling and 


sloppy giant among nations which 
realizes its own strength and is 
frightened at its own weaknesses. 


There was evidence of something 


which may prove one of the most 
significant developments since the 
Bolshevik revolution, and also one 
of the brightest hopes for a lasting; 
world peace. 


It Is this: "The Soviet Union 


seems to be undergoing a middle 
class revolution, no less powerful 
because it is non-violent and grad 
ual. ' 


In. spite pf Communist doctrine— 


in fact, In spite of itself—the 
U.S.S.R. Is building a powerful 
middle class with an Instinct for 
ownership. Som* day It may en- 
gulf and overwhelm tht Commu- 
niftt party. 


I did not find revolutionary rest- 
essncss, but I did find evidence 
of annoyance and irritation with 
he bureaucracy. There was bound- 
ess confidence being expressed, 
high and low, that now was the 
time for change, that better things 
were in store. 


Some people frankly admitted 


that Premier Georgi Malenkov's 
promise of a better life in "two or 
three years" was highly optimistic. 
There are at least 10 year* of road 
building, home building, machine 
production an* transport develop 
ment ahead, before the Soviet con 
sumer, front can be compared with 
that of any decp-freeze bureaucracy 
built up under Stalin's dictatorship 
If he is to succeed. Malcnkov mus 
wield a powerful knife against the 
red tape in his way. 


On every hand are evidences 


that the private property instinct 
far from ' being exterminated, is 
flourishing among a big section o 
the population. It is particularly 
present among that section which 
can be considered a middle Hass.

Soviets Deal in Bad Faith If They 


Throttle Ike's Plan 


The fact that Russia reversed its earlier negative stand 


on' President Eisenhower's atomic peace plan is evidence the 
Kremlin recognizes the power and breadth of its appeal. 


One of the plan's unique aspects is the attraction it has 


for neutralists and others in Europe and Asia who are un. 
enthusiastic about the Western cause. Its basic humanity 
is so clear that even woolly-headed apologists for Russia real- 
ized that Moscow would have to respond or stand self-con- 
victed of fraud in its peace claims. 
After an Initial thoughtless attack on the plan, which 


perhaps was designed only to fill a vacuum with some kind 
of Communist noise, the Soviet Union now has given its con- 


Moscow says it is willing to undertake the proposed pri- 


vate and secret talks under UN auspices on Mr. Eisenhower s 
plan. Undoubtedly our diplomats will move as swiftly as 
possible to arrange these discussions. 


But we will inevitably approach them with caution. For 


the Kremlin, as so often before in diplomatic dealing, has at- 
tached a condition. It wants to consider a program for de- 
stroying all existing atomic weapons and outlawing their use 
in w/ir. 
This, of course, is the very heart of the stalemate on 


atomic disarmament and control which the president sought 
to get around by his own plan. His suggestion was that 
nations producing atomic materials contribute a share of 
them to a world bank, whose nuclear resources then would 
be applied to problems of medicine, power, agriculture and 
other peacetime uses on a worldwide basis. 


He would skip, for the time being, any effort to settle 


the larger issue of atomic control, on the ground that real 
progress is unlikely. The West finds Russia's plan for de- 
struction and outlawry of A-bombs totally unacceptable. The 
reason is simple. The Kremlin will not permit the inspection 
of atomic energy plants which alone can guarantee Russian 
good faith in disarmament.• 
• 
• 


Without such inspection, we would be giving away our 


atomic stockpile, our chief military reliance, under the heav- 
iest imaginable risks. 


If the talks are arranged, certainly we cannot prevent 


the Soviet spokesmen from bringing up the atomic ban it 
favors. But we must firmly steer the discussions off to the 
president's more limited but more immediately practical pro- 
gram. 


Should this prove impossible, we will understand and 


we must make the world understand that Russia once again 
has dealt in bad faith. For any insistence on the Soviet's 
tired old atomic-control formula will make it plain the Krem- 
lin has had no thought at any time of joining a humanitarian 
effort to bring the benefits of atomic energy to men who 
want to live better lives in a world at peace.

The Doctor Says: 


Fibroids Treatment, Varies 
With Individual Patient 


By EDWIN t>. JORDON. M. D. 


An inteiesting question on 
fi- 


broids serves as a good starting 
place for a discussion of that sub- 
ject. 


A reader nsks: "Is it possible 


for a woman having fibroid tu- 
mors of the uterus to have a nor- 
mal, healthy baby, and confine- 
ment in spite of two previous mis- 
carriages of three months?" The 
answer is that it is possible, but 
the chances arc not too promising. 


Under such circumstances it is 


sometimes possible, to operate on 
th« uterus or womb and remove, a 
single fibroid, thus increasing tho 
chances of conception and 
the 


carrying of a healthy child to full 
term. Fibroids arc ono of tho 
causes of miscarriage and also for 
inability to conceive. 


Fibroids' of the uterus are ex- 


tremely common in women over 
the age of 35, and it is said that 
about one woman in every five has 
a nodule or tumor of this sort after 
this age. These tumors arc not 
cancerous, but nre made up of 
muscle and scar-like tissue mixed 
together. 


In many cases fibroid tumors arc 


small and do not produce symp- 
toms or require treatment, but 
many are likely to grow slowly 
and eventually require treatment. 
The most common result is exces- 
sive or painful bleeding: some- 
times pain or discomfort in the 
lower part of the abdomen is tfie 
only sign. A feeling of weight or 
pressure often associated with con- 
stant fatigue is common. Fibroids 
can also cause bladder or rectal 
symptoms usually because of the 
pressure which they exert. 


Those fibroids which, are not 


producing symptoms usually do not 
need to be treated. They should be 
watched for symptoms and for 
rate of growth. If symptoms do

cult and not always satisfactory. 


Occasionally 
fibroids 
can 
be 


treated by radium or X-rays, but 
this is also a complicated pro- 
cedure and requires great skill 
and judgment to decide which 
tumors stand a good chance of 
being successfully treated in this 
way. Symptoms do vary so, that 
each patient must be considered 
individually.

MATURE PARENT 


^PROBLEM ISN'T LOVING BOBBY; 
\1T& FEAR OF LOVING OURSELF ' 


By 5IUBIEL LAWRENCE 


One day after Bobby had embarrassed his mother by having a 


tantrum in the ice cream parlor, she bought several books on child 
training. 


They talked about "loving" children. Interminably, they talked 


about it. "Love—love—love." chanted the child-training books, in th« 
most Insistent and solemn way. 


But what this love was which they urged oh Bobby's mother, they 


did not say. 
Apparently, their optimistic authors assumed that she- 


knew what it was. As it is the most difficult and rare human achieve- 
ment, she did not. 
- 


For at 22. ^Bobby's mother, had been denied any. experience in 


even loving herself. 
Immoral demands that she love others before 


she knew how to love herself properly had skipped her over an essen- 
tial state in spiritual growth. 


So she thought that love was what she !«"' for her parents when 


they said nice things about Bobby's father. 


She thought it was what she felt when Bobby's father called her 


"Sweetieple" in public. 


But these feellngi were not love. They were dependence on ap- 


proval and pride, so the child-training books couldn't help her. 
Sh« 


just didn't know what they were talking about. 


Nor did Bobby want any part of her dependence on approval. He 


knew there was something bad about the way she pretended she didn't 
mind his kicking her, lest she lose his approval. It scared him so. he 
kicked her harder. 


Bobby's mother's Idea that love is pride in someone else's affec- 


tion is what has really made trouble. For Bobby knows how vulnerable 
this pride makes his mother to public embarrassment. 


He is aware that to get what he wants, all he has to do is to attack 


her in stores or ice cream parlors. Her pride in others' affection makes 
such attack intolerable. 


So it would be realistic if the child-training books would stop talk- 


ing about love for Bobby as though it were a can of pureed carrots to 
be opened whenever he needs some. 


It's just * waste of everybody's time. Because if Bobby's mother 


loved herself, she'd know as much about loving him as any writer of 
a child-training book. 


And instead of reading them, she'd be having fun .with him. 
No, the problem is never love for Bobby. Never. Always it's the 


old Induced fear of loving ourselves. Always it's getting rid of its 
clutter. 


Because until I know how desperately I need my own tenderness 


when I'm angry. I cannot possibly understand my angry child's need 
for it. Nor give true reassurance in the midst of his tantrum until I've 
learned how I need my own reassurance when I am frightened. 


Not until I know how hard it is to love myself can I appreciate

All of these people are 
just as interested as their Western 
counterparts in maintaining their 
status and passing on the good 
things to their children. 


May Be Too Late 


When the time comes to attempt 


to call a halt to these develop- 
ments, the Communist party may 
find it is too late. No longer able 
to rely on the ruthless methods of 
a Stalin in a society several gen- 
erations 
removed from czarism 


and violent revolution, the party 
may find itself unable to check the 
trend. Already it exhibits a grow- 
ing nervousness at Uie demanding 
tone coming from the people. 


If the Soviet Union accomplishes 


in 10 years what it claims it will 
accomplish in three, it can become 
a mighty nation, indeed. But if it 
accomplishes these things, Russia 
is likely to be a changed nation, 
too.

WASHINGTON WV-The year just 


ending may be remembered in his- 
story as the one in which President 
Eisenhower took relations" with 
Russia out of the refrigerator and 
used a blowtorch on them. 


If there seems to be a thaw in 


those relations it may be due to 
the heat, which made the Russians 
sweat a little in public. But, since 
they were frigid before, tHey may 
turn frigid again. 
? 


And this wouldn't be the first 


time that men everywhere, looking 
for even a small candle of hope in 
a bleak world, thought t they saw 
near the year's e/id a faint glow. 


Favored Meeting • 


On Dec. 24, 1952, a reporter .for 


the New'York'Times asked Stalin 
if he would look favorably upon a 
meeting with incoming President 
Eisenhower. Stalin said he would. 


This did not cost Stalin a dime, 


and it gave him a chance to look 
like a peace lover. Was this a can- 
dle? Men everywhere awaited the 
reaction of American officials. 


President Truman's only com- 


ment, two days later, was: "I 
would be pleased indeed if any 
agreement can be reached which 
would achieve world peace." It 
was the most he could say. Stalin 
had been talking of Eisenhower, 
not him. 


Ike Cold 


When Eisenhower took over, his 


expressed view of Soviet peace 
murmurs was as ice-cold as Tru- 
man's. It didn't change even when 
Stalin died or when Malenkov the 
same month said international 
troubles could end peacefully. • 


This didn't melt Eisenhower. If 


the Russians wanted peace, he 
•aid, they could show it by deeds. 
In a number of small incidents/ the 
Russians showed a slight softening. 


To Sir Winston Churchill these 


things may have looked like the 
candle. He tried to nudge Eisen- 
hower Into meeting 'with Malen- 
kov. Elsenhower wouldn't buy. But 
he was v/illing to try the Russians 
out in another way: Through for- 
eign ministers' talks. 


The United States, Britain and 


France on July 14 proposed that 
their foreign ministers meet with 


the Russian foreign minister. 


On July 27 the Korean war ended 


in an armistice. 


Still Solid 


The months melted into one an- 


other. The ice covering relations 
between this country and Russia 
remained solid as before. 


Eisenhower decided on a su- 


preme effort to thaw the relation- 
ship. He proposed on Dec. 8 that 
this country, Russia and others 
pool some of their atomic materials 
for peaceful uses. 


This put the heat on the Rus- 


sians. They could hardly lay no 
to talking about the idea, which 
was all Eisenhower asked, because 
the reaction of the rest of the 
world was too enthusiastic. 


Eventually they talked as if they 


might discuss the atom. But that 
isn't certain yet. Neither is the 
foreign ministers' talk. If the meet- 
ings take place it will have to be 
in 1954. If they do take place, they 
may get nowhere. 


There's a chance they might. 


That at least is a candle. There 
wasn't any candle this time last 
year.

Congressmen 
Set for Talks 
Meetings May Determine 
Temper of 1954 Session 


WASHINGTON OP)—The Republican and Democratic 


party leaders of the senate arrive in Washington today for 
conferences that may largely decide whether controversy or 
cooperation predominates in the 1954 congressional session. 


Aides said Senate Majority Lead- 


er Kpnwiand (R-Calif) and Sen. 
Lyndon B. Johnson of *Te.xas, the 
Democratic leader, will hold con- 
ferences in advance of the con- 
gressional meeting date, Jan. 6. 


It is an election year' session. 


Voting in November on all 435 
House seats and 35 of the 96 sen- 
atorships will determine party con- 
trol of Congress. 


•See More Tension 


Tension therefore is bound to be 


greater than in 1953, when Know- 
land and Johnson worked har- 
moniously on most legislation. 


Public statements during the 


weekend by three Demociatic sen- 
ators marked out some of the lines 
along which Democrats, almost as 
numerous in Congress as Republi- 
cans, intend to press the majority 
party. In the Senate the Demo- 
crats, although not in control of 
the legislative machinery, aie ac- 
tually ahead ill numbers—48 to 47 
Republicans and one independent. 
In the House the Republicans have 
219 seats, to 215 Democrats and one 
independent.

Rescue 43

split in two. 


The dramatic jescue .operations 


hampered by a heavy sea, were 
completed by the U> S. Military 
Sea Transport Ship Bluejacket and 
the Finnish freighter Orion. 


Both ships then continued towdtd 


their European destinations. But 
the Bluejacket went only about 15 
miles before huge waves made it 
pull up to ride out the storm. 


Entire Crew 


The 43 survivors, including one 


stewardess, were the- entire crew 
of the Oklahoma and the only per- 
sons aboard her. The coast guaid 
;aid all are believed to be Euro- 
peans. 


A message fiom the Bluejacket 


quoted the Oklahoma's skipper, 
Robert Kutschbach, as saying the 
vessel bioke in two about mid- 
ships. The ciew gathered on the 
aft section Jbut had to abandon it 
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when the engine started taking 
water. 


400 Miles Off Coast 


Kutschbach gave the position of 


the Oklahoma when she split as 
about 400 miles off Newfoundland. 
The 5,900-ton vessel was headed 
from Sweden to Baltimore with a 
miscellaneous cargo. 


The last suivivors weie taken 


from the fourth life boat around 
3:45 a.m. Sunday, nearly 12 houis 
after the Oklahoma radioed it had 
split. 


The Oklahoma was owned by the 


Transatlantic Steam Ship Co. Ltd. 
of Goteborg. Although no details 
had been received yet, he said, the 
ship's crack-up was piesumably 
due to the stormy weather.

The sobering statistics of Christ- 


mas holiday accident deaths— be- 
hind which lay real and personal 
tragedy for hundreds of households 
—had only this small consolation 
to offer: They weren't as bad as 
they ever have been. 


The 78-hour weekend— from 6 


p.m. Thursday to midnight Sun 
day— brought violent death 'to 678 
Americans. Traffic accidents killed 
493, fires caused 77 deaths and a 
variety of accidents took another 
108 lives. 


Belated reports might swell these 


figures, but there appeared little 
likelihood they would reach the 
record 1950 figures for a three-day 
Christmas weekend toll— 545 traffic 
fatalities, 724 total accident deaths 
from all causes. 


They were well short of all-time 


records set in the four-day Christ- 
mas weekends of 1952 — 556 traffic 
fatalities, and 1951 — 789 d e a t h s 
fiom all accidental causes. 


The National Safety Council had 


estimated 510 persons would die in 
traffic accidents during the 1953 
Christmas weekend, and latest fig- 
ures were only 17 short of that.
